Tallahassee, April 10— Tuesday 
witnessed the grand opening of 
the Florida Legislatute upon which 
rests the: hopes and fears of tax- 
payers, businessmen, labor, aged 
and destitute persons, bond holt- 
ers, motorists, and various 
sundry other groups and interests. 

The 1941 session faces many 
cqmplex and troublesome prob- 
lems; some inherited from the 1939 
session and some which have been 
born since that time.
